pcrors, kings. prlests and jfaoplo, pro-
cosslons, tumults, rlots and marrlage,
clvic or death rltoe, we would oll stop
to llsten, qulte chalned to the spot.
Not only all the hlstory, but the trag-
edy and comedy and peaceful ordor ot
ordlnary days and ways ln every age,
of every nation, they represent for-
ever. to the eyes of our lihaglnatlon,

I so that we can stlll see them aa they
ionce were; Stlll .hear the crles uttered
, ln them thousands of years ago; stlll
almost jostle Agalnst the people who

! fllled them then, as they do now, nnd
I wlll for ages to come, save in the clties
1 of the plain. destroyed for thelr; wick-
{ edness. A street ls a wontlertul thlng

j that leada through tha doublo screen
tgate, to Illium's great tower nnd
IPrlam's Palace, on the day when
\ Xenr.es went up to Prlam's Fergamus.
Land, having seen the cltadel, saotfiflced
1,000 cocen to the Illan Athena, and the
psople Bhouted themselves hoarse. nnd

> the magl poured llbations to the n.mea

of the heroes. You would have piiBsed
Islong a stony way. past thousands of
1 mean, wlndowless, wooden and brlck
[huts; you would have followed ln the
train of a great general, a barbarlc

ILs.rmy, an exclted Trojan peoplo ftnd Its

prlnces and prlests; you would have

steadlly mounted up and up the hlll
of Hlssarllk, with yellow buttercups
peeping everywhere at the great spec-
Itacle. tlll. after a glanco at the mag-
nlflcent vlew of tho Hellespont Mount
Ida, Mount Athos, tho- Island of lm-
bros, you went on until you camo to
where the Klng1- palace stood, whose

freat walls would have seemed to you
uilt for eternlty. seventy-nine feet

thick, and lmmensely high: then pass¬
lng on into the limits of the great
tower, you would have taken oart in
the great ceremony of tho day. Such
was a street ln Illium 4S0 years bo¬
foro the Christ. i.-:

j Iu Tlnbylon.
Or suppose yourself in one of thc

\streets of this mighty clty in Neb-
; uchadnez-jor's time.the greatest.th«
city wall cighty-seven fieet broad,
350 feet high. and giving room foi
.six charlots abreast, Herodotus tells
'm.«* and extendlng for slxty miles.
There was a street for you, built oi
.'granite and blue brlcks. cementec
.wlth white mortar, strenjrthened wltr
>250 strong square towers at dlstances
of about 200 feet; fllled with Baby-
lonlans of every class. bullt 3,000 year:
aso, ln what was thon the most beau¬
tlful and rlrfhest city ln the world. fo
Nebuchadnezzar had lavlshed untol'
wealth upon lt. It was not the only mag
nlflcent street in the clty. Therel wa:
many another. 150 feet wide. Then
.were 676 great squares.

There was the Tower of Babel, wlt!
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its elght towers ristng one above the
other, soventy-tlve foot blghi with an
outslde windlhg Btair up to tho Temple
of Belua, where thero stood thelr gol¬
den linage, forty feet high, valued at
$17,500,000; $.00,000,000 in sacred uton-
slls. You mlght havo boeil lnvlted
to drlve In the subterraneous bamiunt-
lng hall under the Euphrates, lined
with brasH. You would certainly havo
seen tho marvolous hanglng gardons
bullt by the Klng to gratlfy Anytls,
hls lovely Medlan wife, who loved her
native hlll country. They were 400
feet Bquurc. They were ralscd 350
feet high, ono terrace above another,
and wcr0 asccnded by a stalrcase ton
feet wide The terraces wore support¬
ed by largo vaultlnga, restlng upon
curb-shupcd pillars, und they were
hollow nnd fllled wlth earth, to allow
trees of tho largest size to be planted.
tho whole belng constructed of bakcd
bricks and asphalt. The entlre struc¬
ture wqs strengtliened by a wall twcn-
ty-two feet ln thlckness. The lovel of
the terrace was eovered wlth largo
stones. Over thls was a bed of rushes.
Then came a thick layer ot asphalt.
Then two courses of bricks, likewise
cemented wlth asphalt. Finally, plotcs
ot lead, lo prevent leakage, and then
0arth was heaped on the platform and
torrace, and large trees wero planted,
and nll the shrubs nnd flowers known
to the world. At a dlstanco the whole
thlng had the appearance of magnlfl-
r.ent woods, overhanging mountalns.
Mad you left the clty by any one of
Its luty utreets, you would huve pass¬
ed through one of Its 100 gates otshin-
lng lirasia, one at each ond. For Its
'.prlde, cruelty, ldolatry and every
nbomlnatlon," the curse of Ood came
upon thls glory of the Chaldees' excel-
lency," thls "Lady of Klngdoms," und
it hns become a rubblsh heup, "a deso-
lntlon, a dry land, a wlldcrness." Small
heed dld they pay to the solltary
Israellte ln hls halrcloth robe, who
stood ln thelr streets and proclalmed,
"Babylon ls fallen! Babylon Is fal-
len! Babylon Is fallen; And all
the graven images of her gods He liath
.broken to the ground." Upon the flne
coment of the Klng's palace a hand
had written: "M>ne, mene tekel uphar-
sln," Tlrey had bullt magnlflcently:
thoy wero living at ease; they had con-
Quered Syrla and Palestlne and pene¬
trated Into Egynt. but Dftrlus and
Alexandor and Seleucus auccesslvely
conquerod her. And ln the tlme of
Augustua the clty was entirely desert-
ed saVe by a few Jews, When the
great canals of the Euphrates were
choked up In the fifth century Babylonbecame a marsh. The rlver changedIts course, and the second curse of
God, declared by Isalah and Jeremlah,
"Atlghty Babylon should bo but pools
of water; that the sea should come
upon her, and. sho should be eovered
wlth the multltude of the waves there-
of," came llternlly true.

A Street in Thel.e*.
Thebes has been called "the most

astonlshlng work ever executed by the
hand of man," unohallenged proof of
tho anclent ctvlllzation of Egypt and
the high degree of power they had
reached and the extent of thelr knowl¬
edge. It ls coeval wlth the flrst na¬
tion known ln Egypt, and lt fllled the
whole valley watered by the Nllc. It
was crowdod wlth people. DIodorus
says: "Tlie sun, ltself, never saw n«v-
thing so magnlllcent." Champolllon
says: "I shall take care not to at¬
tempt to descrlbe Thebes; my descrlp¬
tlon would not express the thousand th
part of what I have seen and what
ought to be sald, and lf I drew a falnt
sketch I should be deemed either an
enthuslast or a madman."

It seems to have been bullt by a
race of glants. No people, anclent or
modern, over concelved of archltec-
ture on so subllme, so grnnd, n. seale
as the Egyptlans. You can, then (lf
you wlll), fancy yourself on horseback
galloplng around the temple or pal¬
ace of Karnak on the day when Its
restoratlon was complete, and lt was
rededlcated by Pharaoh Amenophls
nearly 4,000 years ago, now the most
marvelous and stupendous rulns again
on enrth. It would take you twenty min¬
utes to do it. You would then enter
an avenue a mile and a half long, hav¬
lng on the rlght and the left colossal
figures of sphlnxs, one of severai avo-
nues with sometlmes a human head
and sometlmes that of a bull or ram.
You would then enter a series of eol-
umnod alsles (tho columns seventy
feet high, not countlng the pllnth and
abacus), then beautifully sculptured
corridors, pass on through wonderful
gates jnto open squares, wlth obellsks
a hundred feet high, cut from one
block, pass on into a hall whose area
is .70,029 feet, supported by 140 col¬
umns.a perfect forest of them, sculp¬
tured from top to bottom wlth battles,
processlons, trlumphs, offerings, sac-
rlfices.and behold the red granite
sanctuary, with various obellsks stand¬
lng before lt ln colossal majesty. "You
are nothing," this religlon taught. "God
is mighty and terrible, the Maker of
the unlverse, the Creator of all thlngs.
the Zeus of the Greeks, the Juplter ol
the Latlns, the Ammon of the Egyp-
tlans; and Pharaoh is Hls representatlve
on earth." You would have seen all thc
materlal splendor of Egypt the»o that
day.prlncos. people, soldlers pros-
irate before ono of the Pharaohs, while
ho and the prlests of Memphls offered
anew the Temple of Ammon, and you
would havo formed some ldea of tho
courage of Moses and Aaron, who
obeyed God's "Oo, say unto Pharaoh,
whom art thou llke ln thy groatness?"
Of hls "I am Pharaoh"; ln reply, "By
the life of Pharaoh." And then, lf for
you, as for BelzonI, "the whole day
had gone by llke a fiash of lightnlng."
you left the temple and rode out Into
the clty again, you would have seen
then what you ;seo now.mud huts
llnlng muddy lanes, wlth partles of
Egyptlans all the way long, entlng
and drlnklng on the benches ln front
of each house, a man hurrylng by wlth
a new "shadoof" (pole and bucket),
Btlll bound to hls irrigating task, since
for him there was never a publlc holi-
day, a funeral procession, troops of
soldlery, multitudes of anlmated, in¬
terested, Joyous folk talklng of tlie
great day's l'east of dedlcation and of
Baalbec, a greater Karnak, and of thelr
klndred. frlends, affalrs, aches, pains.
plans.O, but it ls an old, old, old
world, this world of ours!

'J'ehcran.
Perhaps you havo already Been a' stroet in Teheran or Cairo; tor long

dlstances nothing- but high, blank
walls; then a double row of bazaars,
a do.cn races flowlng- llke a rlvor
through tho mlddle, small boys as mls-
chlevous everywhere as posslble, the
graco cadl, tho venerable shelk, the
rich merchant. the runnlng footmen
beatlnjr wlth their poles a clear way
for the ruler or potentate, the women
swathed in volumtnous cloakB ancl
velled in yashmaks, rldlng on don-
keys, wlth slaves in attendance, the
crowds of beggars always, and some¬
tlmes escorts ot soldlers, and every¬
where dogs, dogs, dogs! And every¬
where fleus, fleas, fleas! And ovor all
a sun so hot that they themselves call
lt "tho wrath of God."

Or you mlght have ln your own

day wnlked down "the stroet called
Stralght." appurcntly because lt ls so
crooked, lined wlth low. ilat-roofed
houses, narrow, evll-smelllng, pebble-
paved, yet a shrlne for all Chrlsten-
do'm, for ln ono of Its houses, stlll ex-
tant, dAvelt the great apostle of the
Gentlles, St. Paul."mlne own hlred
house," he calls lt. Thls maker of
tents and obscure preacher of a, reli¬
glon unlversally condomned, "Paul, the
servant ot Josus Chrlst," is tho proud
tltle he glves hlmself, glves the an¬
clent and beautlful clty of palaces and
rose-gardens and Eastern splendor by
far Its greatost renown, though one ot
Its huniblest cltizens for a few years.
How surprlsed he would havo been
to bo told so! And as wo havo aeeri
that of Babylon's populatlon only a
few Jews remained, and of Damascua
that tho great Jewlsh-Christlan prince
and martyr is now Its chlef glory, sc
the Attlo splendor ls but darkness, and
the materlal splendor of these great
clties and olvlllssatlons nothing but
duBt and rtross and debrlB, oompared
wtth one falthful, devoted, true Chrls¬
tlan: one ray of the Light of th.
World, already puttlnK out all the
glowworm religlons of the world. Ther«
ls tn Vlrglnla a partlcle. Indeed a con-
.iderablo fragmoi-t, pf the f rje.e ot ,-jtJii

bullding that heard St Paul when ho
"strotched forth hls hand" and most
nobly. eloquontly; magnlflcently de-
fonded hlmself ancl hin religlon.

It was aent home by an Amorlcnn
mlBslonary; lt ought to bo incorporated
In one of our great cathodrals and prc-
served forever, for the Blblo ls tho
foundntlon-stono ot our ctvilhatldn.
What a great historlcal picture lt In¬
stantly reproduces!

Enrth has no pnrnllel for the scones

that a Btroet ln Jerusalem, tho struets
of Joruaalem, have aHorded.tho. tri-
umphs of the "Clty ot Davld": tho ded¬
lcatlon ot Solomon's Temple, wlth 200,-
000 muslclans and 20,000 youug glrls
dressed ln Whlte und bearing palm
branches ln thelr Innocent handa In
the procession, .fosephus lella us. nnd
nll the princeB ot Isracl, each wlth hls
standard, and tho Prince of JUdah
with tho Hon of hls flag floatlng above
him, at thelr head. and nll tho hapny
peoplo shoutlng, "Hosanna unto tho
Lord!" as they were to do centurles
later before tho Klng of Klngs, Shlloh
come, and rojectod, the Crucifled. Yes.'
it requlres very little. Imaglnatlon to
realiae all thls, ns wo climb the long
stony streot to Mount Zlon; also to re-
member the curse that fell upon lt.
most justly, and Ita torrlble, unspeak-
ably fearful deatructlon by Tltus: Ita
walls blackened wlth flre and lald low.
its streets flowlng wlth blood, ita
mothers devourlng their own chlldren
for food. I never hear that "Hls blood
be upon us and upon our children" ln
the Lenten services wlthout a shudder
.tho blood of the Klng of Love.

Cnnton.
A frlend of mlne was in a Canton

street on tho day of the Ilrst Boxer up-
rlsing, tho wife of nn American naval
ofllcer. She has glven me a vlvld ac¬
count of belng raced up nnd down and
around and back again In it ln a rlck-
shaw by Ghtneso bearers belonglng to
the legation. She tells me the streets
oC Canton are "stony, full of offal, an-
imala, babies, dogs: that they are
bullt purposely aa crooked as a ram'a
horn "ln order to confounddevlls, who
llke to go stralght to .." Sho saya
that the one she was on was so narrow
that they constantly dashed aBlde Into
shops and through them.back to the
Btreet again, and that finally the great
doors of a granary were pulled to¬
gether and closed and barred, and;
looking through a chlnk, she beheld a
howllng Chinese mob, clamorlng for
the head of every foreigner, and heard
a roar as of an angry ocean from
thousands of throats. She says she
had seen other mobs at homo and
abroad, but for horror nothing can
equal a Chinese one. All day long sho
and an Engllshwoman and.two Russlan
gentlemen cowerod and trembled In
that spot and awaited a terrlble fate,
but whon nlght came the coolles got
them safely, though separately, back
to thelr legatlons and on board shlp.

Ilotten notv.
Thla Is tho old Boute du Bol, by

whlch tho English Klngs went up to
Whltehall to be crowned, and had you
been on lt one day you mlght have
seen a fllo of men carrylng- from the
Thames to tho palace a bust of
Charles I.. done by aome foreign sculp¬
tor, and have shared the superstttlous
thrlll of other persons who, as they
looked, beheld a stroam of blood, flow¬
lng down the head and neck and bust.

It cumo from a wounded blrd, shot
by some fowler aa he was flying over-
head. It was thought to have foretold
the Klng's sad martyrdom by all the
Jacobitea ln England. A few days later
you would have seen- the coronatlon
procession in all Its state and splen¬
dor fllling all the route wlth coachos
and state llverles, wlgs, powder, Jew-
els, flunkles, lords. ladies, ambassadors.
generals, marshals, admlrals, troops.
guilds, Aldermen, the Lord Chlef Jus¬
tice, the Mayor of London. the royal
famiiy, the prlnces of Europe, the
Archblshops of Canterbury and York.
the blshops ot all England and hun¬
dreds of clergy, and In the mldst of
them the pale, melancholy, fated Klng.
nreserved for us perfectly by the brush
of Velasquez.

It would take a book and the uen

of Sue, Dumas, Carlyle or Stanley Wov-
man to give any ldea of what the
streets of Paris have presented to hu¬
man oyes for a thousand years. above
all of that wonderful and terrlble sub¬
terraneous Parls that has beon tho
refuge of thousands of Drlests. people.
soldlers, crlmlnals, in all Its troublous
times, and that was only fully revealed
by reeent fioods. The potted hlstory of
many centurles, dynastleB, peoples, ar-
mles, is what the streets of Paris rep¬
resent: above all, the Faubourg St.
Germaln and the Latin Quarter.old
Parls; also the nelghborhood of the
Selne. It is far more Interesting than
Baron Housmann's Parls, the Paris of
Napoleon III. Suppose you had beon
walking along the Rue du Bac during
the Relgn of Terror, and had gone on
to the Bastllle. You would have gone
ln the shadow of the tall old houses
that even at mldday, then, got Ilttle
light, and at nlght less, from tho
torches of footmen and llnkboys. You>
would have seen a regular Chouan mob
of "bonneta-rouges" suvging through
the street, howllng llke madmen, "A
la lantorne! A la lanterne!" selzlng
the flrst prlest they met and hanglng
him to tho near<--t lamppost. and as
they neared tho Bastllle and norcoived
Marle Antolnetto at the wlndow of her
cell, thrustlng un before her the bloodv
head of tho Prlncesse do Lamballe
stuck on a plke. or you might have
been ln front of pray, superb Notre
Dame when the vlctorlous Army of
Italy rode by wlth tho great Napoleon
at its head, and all Parls was in a per¬
fect fever of exultatlon and rejolclner.
Madame de Stael sald that she would
rather see tho gutters of the Rue du
Bac than to have the glorlous view
of the Bay of Naples that-was spread
before her at tho time. when, belng-ex-
lled, sho took refuge there and was,
given a room at a Neapolltan hotel
that looked out on the water.

Rome.
What a thlng it would have been for

a bystander to havo cllmbed up on
top of the Arch of 'Constantine and
from that safe vantagenolnt have seen
Attila and hls Huns, the Scourge of
God and hls savago hordes, pour Into
the Eternal Clty in all their barbarlo
fury and reduoe It to submisslon; troop
after troop of the wlldest and mo3t
terrlble horsomen on'earth: captlves,
elephants, llons, camels, monkeys; a
wild dln of shouts and beatlng of
drums. mingltnsr wlth the shrieks of
women and children aeeking refuge in
the churches, and of men flying for
their lives, while sparks flew from the
horses" hoofs on the old stones. and
